Beecher it seems, was afraid to preach, but 
fiheever who has just come over from England with 
his trunk full of British sovereigns, amply makes up 
for the omission. He is more impudent and auda¬ 
cious than ever. He maintains that slavery is the 
damning sin which has brought affliction upon us, as 
it brought similar judgments upon the Jews of old, 
thoughjif we are to believe the Bible, that institution 
was expressly sanctioned and provided for by the 
Almighty in the laws which he gave to Moses for the I conduct. 
Israelite! This seditious, fanatical preacher assails 
the President and the State and city governments, 
because they do not acknowledge that slavery is the 
national sin—that which has involved us in civil 

Among the most violent of the Abolition clergy 
who took the same ground with Cheever was the 
Rev. Mr. Sloane, who attacked the Chief Magistrate 
for his patriotic letter to Gen. Fremont, and denies 
him the credit of saving Kentucky to the Union, 
because, forsooth, that State had been always well 
leavened with anti-slavery ideas, and he had no 
doubt that “ in Kentucky the cause would lose by 
the unfortunate modification of the President.” 

Blinder than the veriest child are these pastors to 
the meaning of the political events of the day and to 
the sIcts of the times t .and yet tlyiy undertake to. 
dabble even in the details of politics. Ihis clerical 
demagogue has the presumption to hurl his denuncia¬ 
tions at the head of the President. 

Of the same rabid type was the sermon of Mr. 

Thompson, of the Tabernacle, who said—“ It is neces¬ 
sary to wipe out slavery from the South. While 
slavery exists our dearest rights are imperilled. It 
is preying upon our vitals, and must be cut out with 
the sharp edge of the sword.” To similar effect is 
the language of Rev. Mr. Crawford, Rev. Dr. Vinton, 
and Eev. Dr. Tyng, the most violent of all, who 
describes slavery as “ the most unrelenting, most 
bloody tyranny that ever cursed the earth,” and 
insists that “ we must press forward, in the name of 
God and humanity, to the utter extermination of the 
cause of the war.” It was no wonder that a portion 
of the congregation arose and walked out in the 
middle of this tirade, shaking off their feet the very 
dust of the church.

As citizens of the United States, we are treated as out¬ 
laws in one half of the country, and the National govern¬ 
ment consents to our destruction.

THE AMERICAN ANTI-SLAVERY SOCIETY. 

Restatement of its Principles, Measures, Object. 

BY WiLLIAM LLOYD GARRISON. 

In the month of December. 1833, a National Con¬ 
vention of the Friends of Impartial Liberty was held 
in Philadelphia, resulting in the formation of the 
Amebioan Anti-Slavery Society, and the promulga¬ 
tion of a “ Declaration of Sentiments,” signed by the 
members of that Convention, in which these doctrines 
were set forth: I 

“ That no man has a right to enslave or imhrute his 
hrother-to holil or acknowledge him, for one moment, as 
a ifiece of merchandise—to keep back his hire by Hand— 
or to hrtitalize liis mind by denying him the means of intel- 

‘®'^f'Slaraluflos"e^a^w^^^^^^ \iow bl’force, admitting ' 
tlie riilitof slavcrv. are, therefore, before God, utterly null 
and vOid; being 'an audaciou; assumption oi the Divine 
nrerogative a daring uifniigenieiit on the law of nature, a 
hliQB^rthrew of the very foundations of the social com- 
nact rcouuiletc extinction of all the relations, endear¬ 
ments and ohligations o*' immklnd, and a presumptuous 
transgression of aU the holy commandments.”

It will be seen by these extracts that the grounds 
for disunion, as advocated by the American Anti- 
Slavery Society, were: (1.) Moral and religious —the 
iniquity of the national compact, in certain of its 
visions. (2.) Personal —relating to individual 
viotion of duty, and withdrawal from complicity with 
oppression. '(3.) Relative —concerning the doom of 
the enslaved, with the Union as their _ enemies. (4j ' 
Patriotic —the friends of liberty being treated as 
outlaws throughout the South for their anti-slaveiy 
sentiments, and thus warranted by the Declaration 
of Independence in desiring and seeking new safe¬ 
guards for their own rights and liberties, as well as 
for those held in bondage. 

It will also be seen that the courae to be pursued 
contemplated no violence in any direction, no upris¬ 
ing by force and arms against the government— 
nothing but the exercise of a peac^ul, lawful, constitu¬ 
tional right of protest arid reformation, using only the 
weapons cf reason and argument — for the sole 

PURPOSE OP ESTABLISHING- ' 

UPON AN ENDURING BASIS. 

Ever since its adoption, the Constitution of the 
United States has been uniformly interpreted and 
executed, throughout the nation, in support of its 
alleged pro-slavery guaranties. These originally 
provided a slave representation in Congress, not for 
the protection of the oppressed, but to increase the 
power of the oppressors; the prosecution of the 
foreign slave trade for a period of not less than 
twenty years; the recapture of fugitive slayen in 
every section of the Union; and the suppression ofl 
domestic insurrection of every kind. All these remain ' 
in full force, except the clause relating to the foreign 
slave trade. 

For more than seventy years, the people of i the 
North have faithfully executed all the pro-slavery 
compromises of the Constitution; answering scorn¬ 
fully, in re]>ly to the earnest remonstrances and 
solemn warnings of the Abolitionists, as didjhe Jew- 


stoTeni, vThicU is not, and cannot be, property.” 

And again: 

“ Shall I tell you what this collision means? They who 
think that it is accidental, unnecessary, the work of inte¬ 
rested or fanatical agitators, and therefore ephemeral, mis¬ 
take the case altogether. It is an irrepressible conflict 
between opposing and enduring forces, and it means that 
the United States must and will, sooner or later, become 
either entirely a slaveholding nation, or entirely a free- 
labor nation.” . . . . “ It is the failure to apprehend 
this great truth that induces so many unsuccessfol attempts 
at final compromise between the slave and free States, and 
ii is the existence cf this great fact that renders all such pre¬ 
tended compromises, when made, vain and ephemeral.” 

Finally, abolition disunion is warranted by the 
doctrine laid down by Abraham Lincoln : 

‘A house divided against itself cannot stand.’ I believe 
this government cannot endure permauently-half slave and 
half free. It will become all one thing, or all the other.” 
Again: 

“ This is a world of compensations; and he who would 
be no slave mast consent to have no slave. Those who deny 
freedom to others, deserve it not for themselves ; and, under 
A JUST God cannot long retain it.” 

The cry of “ treason,” so long and so vehemently 
raised against disunion Abolitionists by their enemies, 
proceeds not from any perception or appreciation of 
the cause of freedom and equal rights, but from tra-

into our schools, onr pulpits, and onr domestic circles. It 
IS only by alarming the consciences of the weak andfeehlD, 
and diffusing among our own people a morbid sensibility 
on the question of slavery, that the Abolitionists can 
accomplish their object. Preparatory to this, they are now 
laboring to saturate the non-slaveholding States with the 
belief that slavery is a sin against God ; that the national 
compact ’ involves the non-slaveholders in that sin ; and 
Chat it is their duty to toil and suffer, that onr country may 

s delirered Jrom what they term its blackest stain, its 
foulest reproach, its deadliest curse.” 

Certainly, they can neither desire nor receive a 
higher tribute to their peaceful disposition and con¬ 
scientious integrity than this. The “ dangerous here¬ 
sies ” which they promulgate may all be found in the 
Declaration of Independence and in the Golden Rule, 
and these in all ages have commended themselves to 
the reason of mankind. 

What can be more unjust or defamatory than to 
class persons thus actuated by the highest moral con¬ 
siderations, thus true to the cause of the oppressed 
and down-trodden, and thus laboring to save the 
country from ruin by righteousness, with the rebel¬ 
lious secessionists of the South, whose passions are 
“ on fire of hell,” whose crimes and atrocities out- 
enumeration, whose pathway is red with blood 
and marked by desolation, whose treason is of the 
most malignant type, whose designs are of the worst 
character, whose perfidy and treachery and barbarity 
are scarcely to be paralleled in the annals of human 
depravity ? In denouncing the course of these despe¬ 
rate conspirators, and in promptly refuting their lying 
neeueations and exposing their devilish ttmebinations, 
the Abolitionists have not been behind the most zeal¬ 
ous partisans of the government. Nevertheless, in 
declaring the government to be wholly in the right, 
and the secessionists wholly in the wrong, as relates 
to the precise issue between the parties, the Abolition¬ 
ists abate no jot or tittle of their testimony against a 
pro-slavery Constitution and Union. That Constitu¬ 
tion, could it be enforced, as hitherto, would still be 

a covenant with death,” and that Union, could it he 
maintained as from the beginning, would still be “ an 
agreement with hell.” But eleven slave States (vir¬ 
tually, aU the slave States) are out of the Union, and 
over them the Constitution has no power. Theoreti¬ 
cally, as well as sincerely, but none the less impo- 
tentiy, the government is aiming simply to enforce the 
one, and to maintain the other, in exact accordance 
with the original stipulations ; practically, it is in 
direct and deadly antagonism with the Slave Power, 
to preserve whatever of democratic freedom and free 
institutions remains in the land. When, in all the 
Southern Confederacy, it is made a treasonable act 
to avow loyalty to the old Union, to rally under the 
star-spangled banner in support of the government, 
—“ to claim protection under the American Constltu- 
; and when President Lincoln and his Cabinet 
as completely outlawed in all the South, and 
would he as ignominiously dealt with, if caught, as 
radical Abolitionists ; it is apparent that the 
of things has essentially changed, and a new 
1 of terms is needed. While, therefore, our 
sympathies are with the government thus situated, 
we believe that it will fail to restore the old order of | 
things; but, even if it should succeed, it would bring 
no real peace or unity to the country. The same 
moral objections would He against the Constitution, 
on account of its pro-slavery guarantees; a more 
vigorous moral agitation would follow, to put down 
which, by lawless violence, fresh efforts would again 
be made; and the same root of evil and source of' 
division would remain, in due season to curse the 
land with fratricidal strife and civil war. 

But two alternatives are presented to bring the 
present tremendous conflict to a speedy termination, 
namely: either to acknowledge the independence of I 
the Southern Confederacy on its own terms, or else' 
to abolish slavery throughout the land, by one com¬ 
prehensive act of the government, under the war 
power: for it is nothing short of fatuity to' suppose 
that a reconciliation can he made by any additional 
slaveholding compromises, or on the original basis of 
the Constitution. True, the government is still 
insanely hoping to subdue the rebelHon, and to pre¬ 
serve the Union as it was ; but, vast as may he its 
resources, and mighty as are its armies, it must fail, 
for it cannot change the decrees of Heavep, nor mas¬ 
ter ^evente_}«j““;f„ tiTfriff the'bouTh !ught to be 
united in indissoluble bonds; -hut one common gov¬ 
ernment is needed from ocean to ocean. Unquestion¬ 
ably, a forcible disruption of the Union, if successful, 
must he attended with the gravest consequences and 
the most serious difficulties. Under these circum¬ 
stances, therefore, with rampant treason thundering 
with its forces at the very gates of the Capital, it is 
not only the imperative duty, but the glorious prero¬ 
gative, of the government, under the war power, “ in 
order to form a more perfect Union, establish justice, 
insure domestic tranquillity, provide for the common 
defence, promote the general welfare, and secure the 
blessings of Hberty to ourselves and our posterity,” 
to declare the immediate abolition of slavery through¬ 
out the land, and freedom and protection to every 
loyal person found beneath its flag. 
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ish people in the days of the prophet—" We have 
made a covenant with death, and with hell are we at 
agreement; when the overflowing scourge shall pass 
through, it shall not come unto us; for we have 
made lies our refuge, and under falsehood have w« 
hid ourselves.” At last, the prophecy is fulfilled, 

“ Because ye despise this word, and trust in oppres¬ 
sion and perverseness, and stay thereon : therefore 
this iniquity shall be to you as a breach ready to 
fall, swelling out in a high wall, whose breaking 
cometh suddenly at au instant.” At last, “judgment 
has been laid to the Hue, and righteousness to the 
plummet; the hail has swept away the refuge of lies, 
the waters overflow the hiding place ; the covenant 
with death is .annulled, and the agreement with hell 
no longer stands.” 'fhe Union of 1789 is perfidiously 
overthrown by the vep' class which fashioned it at 
the beginning, and which until now has controlled its 
administration. Eleven slave States have organized 
themselves into a Southern Confederacy, proclaimed to 
the world their independence, treason'ably repudiated 
the National government, resorted to robbery on the 
land and piracy on the ocean, and now menace the 
safety of the Capitol at Washington with an army of 
two hundred thousand implacable enemies, who 
require as formidable a host from the North to keep 
them in check ; and the end is not yet. Maryland, 
Kentucky, and Missouri are retained in a factious 
and unwilling connection only by Federal bayonets. 

In this war of elements and breaking up ol tlie 
foundations of the republic, when new issues are pre¬ 
sented and the relations of things are essentially 
changed, it becomes the advocates and representa¬ 
tives of the enslaved intelUgently to understand awl 
clearly to define their true position, that they may not 
be tempted to compromise their principles on the one 
hand, nor give occasion for needless mnsapprehension 
and excitement on the other. . , 

In the first place, it indicates intense malignity or j 
inexcusable ignorance on the part of those -who put in

It is, 
therefore, the lawful right of every citizen freely to 
criticize, and as freely to object to, any portion of the 
Constitution which he believes to be wriing m (squity, 
injurious in practice, or destructive in tendency. 
Especially is he bound to protest against it wherein 
he conscientiously regards it as imposing unrighteous 
obligations and immoral duties, and to refuse to obey 
it, be the penalty what it may ; for, in the wortls of 
Algernon Sidney, “ that which is not just is not law, 
and that which is not law ought not to be obeyed. 
He may err in- judgment, or be ethically unsound, o 
perverse in spirit and design ; but his right to inter¬ 
rogate it, and to call its legal construction or moral 
character in question, cannot be invaded without viw 
lence to his citizenship. If he is honestly disposed, 
he can do no higher service to the country than to 
seek to perfect its organic law by ilenouncing what 
is wrong, and upholding what is right, nstenf n 


A SHORT WAR OR A LONG ONE? 

We wish merely to present a practical question. 
"We address the people—the future tax-payers for 
this war. The question is. Shall we have a burden of \ 
two or three hundred millions of dollars, or shall we | 
have seven hundred or a thousand millions ? Will 
you have a war of one year—perhaps even of less 
time, or a war of two, three, or more years, and ever 
then a doubtful issue ? It is not a question of theory 
it has nothing to do with past political contests; it is 
a simple question of fact and choice. Will you— 
farmers, mechanics, merchants, clergymen, lawyers, 
and others—will you have a national debt which can 
be easily paid,,or will you load yourselves and all 
your posterity with immense burdens ? Will you 
have business obstructed, all civil pursuits blocked, 
industry discouraged, and blood and treasure poured 
out for one year, or for many years ? Shall fire and 
sword ravage our fields? shall ships shut up 
exports ? shall privateers consume our commerce ? 
shall war and civil wrath burn between one State 
and another for twelve months, or shall all these 
things be extended for an unknown period ? Shall 
we be at once the pity and the derision of all nations 
for a short season, or for an undetermined length of 
time ? A short war or a long one ?—that is the 
question. * 

It is plain to all men of the least discernment, that 

Declaration of Emancipation under the war povzer 
__iust make a short war. It secures us four million 
of allies—and allies so scattered in every county and 
district, that the Southern armies would dissolve like 
the snows in April—each company or regiment seek¬ 
ing its own homesteads to guard and protect them. 
If the negroes never heani of the proclamation it 
would secure us victory, from the panic it would 
cause in the rebel ranks. 

But we may be sure, by thousands of agencies, the 
slaves could he made to know of it—by spies, by 
returned fugitives hired for the purpose, and especially 
by those imaccountable means through which now 
the negroes of one district know so well what is going 
on in another. Then the legitimate consequence of 
such a proclamation—the employment of black regi¬ 
ments—would soon be trumpeted through all the 
dark regions of slavery. All foreign observers and 
all unprejudiced home observers, agree that such a 
course would speedily end the war. It is true that 
some loyal men iu the rebel States might suiter 
through it, but that they must wcept.

this being a treasonable act, it is the duty (sl every 
good citizen ; and, surely, the strongest motive that 
can be presented for the modification or abnegation 
of any constitutional clause is to show that it is mhe- 
rently iniquitous. This is what disunion Abolition¬ 
ists have done, as a matter of conscience, and lor the 
sake of universal freedom: “the head anil tront of| 
their offending hath this extent—no more.

AGTION OF RELIGIOUS BODIES. 

[The General Synod of “The United Presbyterian 
Church a large, wealthy, and influential body—at its 
recent meeting in Allegheny City, Pa., adopted the follow¬ 
ing among other resolutions:] 

Resolved, That while as Christian men and patri- 
s we zealously and heartily support our National 
government iu the present war for the maintenance 
of its integrity, we are not blind to the defects of our 
institutions, to the defective administration of law, 
and our sins as a nation; that we trace our present 
national difficulties mainly to slavery ; that by this, 

and our other sins,.-we have offended God, 

and there is no hope for us hut in repentance and 
return to Him; that we recognize that onr repentance 
cannot be sciteptable to God, unless we, as a nation, 
break off our sins, unless we acknowledge Him and 
His law and providence, and ceasing to countenance 
this wicked system of slavery, use all the means in 
ur power to carry into effect the law of the Bible, 
to loose the bands of wickedness, undo the heavy 
burdens, to let the oppressed go free, and that ye 
break every yoke,” and remembering that “righte¬ 
ousness exalteth a nation,” and that “ sin is a 
reproach to any people,” in accordance with the 
principles of the Declaration of our National Inde¬ 
pendence, seek to maintain every man in the enjoy¬ 
ment of his rights as a man. 

Resolved, That the Slave Power, by inaugurating 
is -wielied rabelHoo against the government, has 
forfeited all claim to any protection or toleration of . 
its peculiar institution; and as the most speedy way ' 
of establishing justice, insuring domestic tranquillity, 
and suppressing the rebellion, we approve of the 
manumission, by military proclamation, of the slaves ; 
and the confiscation of all the property of those found 
in arms gainst the government, in all the military 
districts in which our commanding officers now have, 
r may hereafter have, military jurisdiction. 

[The Reformed (Covenanter) Presbytery of Pittsburgh, 

; its recent meeting, adopted the following resolntions:] 
Resolved, That whatever may he its present com¬ 
plications, Negro Slavery is the primary cause of the 
'ar which is now distracting our country—prostrat- 
ig its commercial, and every other interest. 

Resolved, That this war is the infliction of the just 
punishment of an offended God upon onr country and 
upon our government, for their aiding and abetting 
the nefarious sin of human bondage. 

Resolved, That American slavery is radically and 
essentially wrong, and “ no possible contingency can 
ever make it right; ” that it involves the horrid crimes 
of robbery, oppression, concubinage, and murder, and 
stands alike in antagonism to the laws of humanity 
and the laws of God. 

Resolved, That we pledge our support to the gov¬ 
ernment so long as it conducts the present war on the 
principle of undying hostiHty to slavery, believing, 
as we do, that as long as slavery exists we never can 
have peace. 

Resolved, That, “ in times of rebellion, military 
authority takes the place of all municipal institutions 
—slavery among the rest: ” That the President of 
the United States, taking advantage of the emergen¬ 
cies of war, “ has power to order the universal eman¬ 
cipation of the slaves ” held by the rebels, and that 
in doing so he would ffie acting for the “ general 
welfare ” in accordance with the provisions of the 
Constitution; that military commanders possess the 
same power in their respective districts, and that we 
deprecate any Executive or official interference that 
would go to nullify any such proclamations which 
have been, or yet may be made. 


EFFORTS TO BREAK UP TBE SLAVE TRADE. 

In concert with the government, Marshal Murray 
has recently perfected in Washington arrangements 
to baffle the purposes of those slave-traders, who, 
driven from this port, are preparing to prosecute 
their nefarious traffic abroad. The recent con¬ 
demnations of the Sarah and Augusta, and the safe¬ 
keeping of important witnesses in the new House 
of Detention, have thrown the merchants in flesh 
irdnerYfee" D’a8ffiess*’’Sf tfegZ-t|^e-Yirtuall.Y,aban: 
As a last resort, they have determined to transfer 
their operations to ports like Marseilles and Havre, 
where the peculiar difference between the cargoes 
of whalers and slave-ships is not so well under¬ 
stood as in this port. Each steamer to Havana and 
Europe for some time past has carried some of the 
piratical gentry from our inhospitable shores ; and, 
if we may .not have the satisfaction of seeing many 
of them vigorously punished for their crimes, we can 
at least congratulate ourselves that, through the ener 
getic action of Mr. Murray, the pestilent crew have 
been driven out of the country. The government has 
recently sent instructions to all our consuls at foreign 
ports to refuse clearances to vessels from this country 
whose legitimate cargoes may be discharged and 
replaced by others of a certain description. This, it 
would seem, must he a death-blow to the most 
accursed traffic in which civilized or savage men have 
engaged.— N. T. Tribune. 

A gentleman just arrived from Cuba reports that 
every steamer from the Northern States brings per¬ 
sons heretofore engaged in the slave trade, whose 
business has been ruined by the United States Mar¬ 
shals. These men throng the cafes and liquoi 
and express the strongest disgust at the 
Murray.

Our own views of the matter may he succinctly set 
forth as follows : 

I. Slavery is the primary and animating cause of 
this atrocious rebellion, which has not a single parti¬ 
san who is not also a devotee of slavery, while very 
few devotees of slavery are not also partisans of the 
rebellion. But for slavery, there would not now he 
a seceded State nor a regiment in arms against the 
Union.
